The long awaited dedication 
of the $2.5 million dollar new 
building for the J B Taylor State 
Diagnostic Lab was held last 
Friday morning with a host of 
local. and state dignitaries plus 
other interested citizens present.

It is 
located directly behind the site 
of the original diagnostic lab, a 
block building built in the ‘60s 
at a cost of $23,000. 

State Veterinarian Tony 
Frazier emceed the ceremonies 
with Agriculture Commissioner 
Ron Sparks delivering the 
keynote speech.

Try commercial cat- 


fish baits if your live 
bait isn't working 


Ask five catfishermen what their favorite bait is and you will 
probably get that many different answers.. Most of them will tell 
you.cut bait.is a,favorite for channel, and. blue cat and that a live 
shiner,,shad,,or other, small fish is the baitfar flatheads, as they, pre- 
fer live prey. 

Day in and day out, live or cut bait is the choice, but there are 
times when the cat just don’t seem to want the natural bait, or after 

; taking one’ or two fish from a hole they quite biting. During times 
like this commercial. catfish baits may just be what they want. 
I remember several years ago we were fishing the Coosa River for 
cat and had taken several nice blues from around this one stickup. 
But the action quit as fast as it began. I was ready to pull up anchor 
and try another place when my fishing partner pulled out a box of 
commercial bait and two plastic dip worms with treble hooks in the 
tail section, We took several more fish on the commercial bait. 

A wide selection of commercial baits is available at bait shops and 
discount stores. Those with a cheese or blood base seem to be the 
most popular in this area. Dough balls are good at times. Add a lit- 
tle cotton so the bait will stay on the hook or use a treble hook with 
a coil around the shank. Tube baits are good also. I like the ones 
with the perforations around the body that allows the bait to seep out 
slowly. ; 

After the spawn, when catfish have settled in for a long hot sum- 
mer is when commercial or home made concoctions will usually 
work best. Most catfisherman agree that the commercial baits are 
not as effective in winter as they are in spring and summer. 

Fisherman who have'a strong stomach and a spouse that will per- 
mit it can make up a dandy “stink bait dip” by cutting up any. fish 
into cubes, placing them in a plastic jar and placing it in direct sun- 
light for three or four weeks, Leave the lid loose enough so the 
gasses will not rupture the jar. f 

After three or four weeks have passed, remove the lid and add 
four to six tablespoons of molded cheese and a couple of raw eggs. 
A little chicken blood and ground livers will add to the aroma. Place 
the jar back in the sun and wait until the concoction forms a gel. 
Add oatmeal if it’s too. thin, another egg if too thick. 

This concoction will catch catfish, but considering a catfish’s 
preference for cut or live bait, the ease of buying prepared baits at 
the bait shop, and the stress making this bait can put on a marriage, 
| opt for just buying a box of Catfish Charlie.
